District Warrant 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — 
ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the Inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to 
vote in District affairs: 


‘You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, on 
Willow Avenue in said District, on the first Tuesday of 
September next (the 7th day of the month) at half past seven 
o’clock in the evening (7:30 P.M. Daylight Saving Time) for the 
following purposes: 


l. To elect a Moderator, a Clerk, three Commissioners, a 
Treasurer, and an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


2 To hear the reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, 
Commissioners, Zoning Inspector, and other officers of said 
District, and to take such action as may be desired in regard to 
same. 


Sy To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
allowing the same discount on District taxes as may be allowed 
by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4, To take such actions as you may desire in regard to 
giving the Treasurer of the District authority to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


De To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
appointing two new members to the Zoning Commission to fill 
vacancies caused by the deaths of three of the four original 
members of said Commission as appointed by vote of the 
District on March 13, 1937. 


6. To see if the District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the budget as submitted by the Municipal Budget 
Committee. 


cf To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
needed for the purposes included in the budget, including 
(under the caption of “Miscellaneous” if not otherwise therein 
referred to) the extinguishment of fires, the lighting or 
‘sprinkling of streets, the planting and care of shade and 
Ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire 
purposes, the construction and maintenance of sidewalks and 
main drains or common sewers, the construction, maintenance, 
and care of parks or commons, the maintenance of activities for 
recreational promotion, the control of pollen, insects and pests, 
the appointing and employing of watchmen and police officers, 
the enacting and enforcing of zoning regulations, and all other 
District expenses for the ensuing year. 


8. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 
1970-1971 


1. CAPITAL RESERVE FUND: Out of our Capital 
Reserve Fund, held by the Trustees of Trust Funds, as reported 
below, $900.00 were used to repair a break in the barrier beach 
and sidewalk on the Ocean Boulevard opposite the house of 
Mrs. Fuller Halsey; and $620.60 were used for installing two 
“new street lights (with underground wiring) on the Ocean Boul- 
evard - one light being at the south end of Willow Avenue, 
where the cast iron street light had been broken off last winter, 
and the other at the bend in the road, between the Sullivan and 
Mixter-Akin properties. The new posts are of cedar, painted 
green, and with creosoted bases. There is left a balance of 
$526.09 in this fund for use another year. No additional 
appropriation is proposed for this fund this year. 


2. SIDEWALKS: In addition to our normal sidewalk 
maintenance, we had to replace, this spring, 200 feet of 
boardwalk at Bass Beach. 


3. STREET LIGHTS: Next year’s budget for street lights 
has been increased to $500.00 to cover the expense of keeping 
our new Boulevard lights operative throughout the year. The 
Town will be requested to take over some of these lights. 


4. PARKS AND COMMONS: Under this heading the 
District shares one half of the Garden Club’s expense of 
maintaining the flower gardens by the Fish Houses; and we pay 
the entire expense of picking up the papers and debris on the 
beach, parking area, and highways. The State and Town take 
care of emptying the rubbish barrels. 


5. PARK BENCHES: Two new benches, with concrete 
bases, have been donated to this village district to replace the 
old wooden ones; and they will be installed before next 
summer. 


6. MOSQUITOES AND INSECT CONTROL: This year 
we had one mosquito and insect spray in the District just before 
the 4th of July. We used a government-approved mixture 
having no lasting harmful effects. We do not believe that any of 
the present permissible sprays are very effective. 


7. POLICE AND LIFEGUARD: While the Town now 
handles all policing, we have continued to share one half of the 
lifeguard expense. During the past winter there were several 
breaks in unoccupied houses on the Boulevard. 


8. ZONING: The budget for zoning and legal expenses has 
been increased to cover additional costs for Board of 
Adjustment hearings and possible appeals. In this connection, 
your attention is further called to the Zoning Inspector’s 
Report, printed below. 


9. TAXES: For 1970, the first year under the State Tax 
Commission’s revaluation, the Town tax rate was $25.50 a 
thousand, and the District rate $1.10. For this year, 1971, the 
property assessments will remain substantially unchanged, but 
the Town tax rate will probably be higher to reflect the 
increased school budget which is more than twice as large as the 
Town’s. 


10. DISTRICT OFFICERS: Following the departure from 
Town and resignation of our Clerk Nancy C. Hickey last 
winter, the Commissioners appointed Rebecca G. Warren to 
fill the vacancy. 

Robert A. Southworth was re-appointed to the Board of 
Adjustment last September for a five-year term ending 
September 15, 1975; and William P. Fowler was re-appointed 
Zoning inspector for one year. Matthew M. Warren was 
appointed to the Board of Adjustment following Ogden Nash’s 
death on May 19, 1971, to fill out his term, expiring September 
15, 1973. 


11. ANNUAL MEETING: The annual meeting this year 
comes on Tuesday, September 7th, at 7:30 P.M.; and, through 
the courtesy of the Trustees of the Union Chapel Fund, it will 
for the first time be held in Union Chapel on Willow Avenue.

For the erection, alteration, or moving of any building or 
part thereof, or change in land use in Little Boar’s Head, zoning 
permits are required both from the village district and from the 
Town of North Hampton. Town permits are obtainable from 
David W. Batchelder. 

On September 25, 1970, the Zoning Inspector ruled that 
the use of deep-fat friolators and the serving of fried clams and 
similar friolator productsduring the past summer at Bunny’s 
Sandwich Shop onthe Ocean Boulevard by the present owners, 
Robert M. and Alice K. O’Kane, was a violation of our 
ordinance and of the established non-conforming business uses 
permitted at this location in a Residential Zoning District. This 
ruling was appealed to our Board of Adjustment, along witha 
request for an addition to the building and a take-out window. 
The Board of Adjustment, on June 26, 1971, after hearing, 
allowed the addition, but denied the take-out window and the 
continued use of a friolator and the sale of its products. This 
decision as to friolator products was confirmed by the Board on 
re-hearing on August 16, 1971.
